At 7:15 a.m., Sunday, September 2, American Radio Relay 
League amateur radio operators in South Florida were placed on 
condition 2 alert by the ARRL Section Emergency Coordinator for 

‘South Florida, Bill Johnson, AA4WJ. 

This condition was elevated to a full alert 9:15 a.m.; at this time, 
the Emergency Coordinator for South Brevard, Jim Townsend, 
called the South Brevard Emergency Net into emergency session. 
Using hand-held walkie-talkies, mobile rigs, in cars, and base 
stations, approximately 100 radio amateurs swung into action. 
Liaison. with Civil Defense, American Red Cross, Melbourne 
Police, Palm Bay Police, Harbor City Ambulance Squad, Holmes 
Regional Medical Center, Malabar Fire Department, Radio station 
WMEL, and all 16 Evacuation Shelters quickly fell into place for 
emergency, priority, and administrative messages to flash across 
‘town in spite of phone disruptions and power outages. Numerous 
hospital runs, mercy missions, and downed power line reports were 
dispatched to appropriate agencies. Health and welfare requests as 
well as missing person searches were serviced. 

Many of these radio amateurs got only one or two hours of sleep 
for two nights in a row in order to cover communications needs 
throughout the night. | 

A high quality of communications was maintained through the 
use of a repeater owned and mainteained by the Platinum Coast 
Amateur Radio Society (PCARS), many of whose members were 
radio operators at the shelters and government agencies. They 
brought their own equipment; some left their families; some were 
out in the height of the storm installing emergency generators or 
finding infant formula for hungry children in the shelters. 

The last of the shelters was secured and the South Brevard 
Emergency Net, which had operated continuously for 50 hours, was 
fine lly closed on Tuesday morning at 11 a.m. 

At the end, we all fared better than we expected. The cooperation 
between agencies was excellent, and the Platinum Coast Amateur 
Radio Society was proud to have been able to serve the community.

TOO MUCH TOO LATE

Amateur radio and Gainesville’s 146.22/82 mHz repeater came to 
the rescue of 38 stranded elderly bus passengers on a sweltering, 
muggy Sunday afternoon, 15 July. 

The chartered Greyhound, driven by Dan Brinson, was en route 
from Atlanta to Orlando when it broke down about 25 miles north of 
Gainesville on I-75 near the Alachua exit. Both fan belts were 
broken, disabling both the engine and the air conditioning. 

Brinson was just laying out some flares when W4MLE, en route 
from Tallahassee to Miami, pulled up to see what might be wrong. 
After a discussion with Brinson, MLE picked up his mobile 
microphone and announced “‘Priority Traffic’’ for Gainesville. 

AG4E responded almost at once. 

He relayed information provided by Brinson to the Gainesville 
Greyhound station which, in turn, telephoned. Greyhound in 
Jacksonville. 

W4UZB, who overheard the traffic, put some ice and drinking 
water into a couple of styrofoam chests and arrived at the location 
of the stalled bus less than two hours after the initial report. He 
thought the elderly passengers might welcome a cold drink. 

He was probably right, but we’ll never know. The bus was 
alr@ady gone.

Those desiring a Haitian license should rite: M. Lucien 
Adam, CONATEL, Port au Prince, Haiti. 

Fill out the application which he will send and in- 
clude a photocopy of your U.S. license plus two passport 
type photos. Allow ample lead time. The Caribbean ‘peo- 
ple have a much more casual approach to matters than we. 
Be very certain you have a document authorizing Hatian 
Customs to clear your equipment in. CONATEL will pro- 
vide this. 

You will receive a Haitian call, not a W4XYZ/HH2, 
or whatever. 

The first application of a Haitian for U.S. License 
was filed for HH2MC, president of the Haitian Radio Club 
as a gesure of thanks for this very generous hospitality and 
help. 
This good news is the culination of a long project by 
the North Florida DX association, and friends.

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HURRICANE DAVID AND FMTN 
By Billy Williams, N41UF 
(Assistant Manager FMTN) 

For 55 hours and 30 minutes, the Florida Midday Traffic Net was 
in continuous operation as hurricane David threatened Florida and 
then followed its path up Florida’s East Coast. 

As high winds neared South Florida, FMTN was convened at 
1100Z on Sunday, Sept. 2nd by NCS Bob Watson, W4DTV. At the 
requests ‘of several agencies, FMTN established a 75 meter 

irequency on 3,925 kHz. after for ty meters lengthened. 

Among those participating in the lengthy FMTN special session 
was WC4ADFE at Vero Beach Civil Defense HQ; W4TJM at Polk Co. 
CD HQ; WA4CMT at Palm Beach Red Cross; W4WLX, KV4HI, and 
W4DNU from the Orlando Weather Bureau; WB4ZEI at the Collier 
Co. KOC; and numerous other emergency stations. 


While the formal traffic load was light, over 850 informal weather’ 


reports were received and disseminated statewide. Liaison with 
the National Traffic System on 40 was handled by W4YCL, 
WD4HIF, WA4JDH, K4BZS, and WB4F VV. WB4AID and W4ORT 
were liaisons with emergency nets on 20. 

‘As the storm moved up the coast, hams reported the effects and 
this information was ‘made available to emergency relief 
organizations throughout the state. Fortunately, most parts of the 
State got off easier than expected although Melbourne area was 
hard hit. 

Net Control Stations who kept the net going continuously included 
W4DTV, W4ESH, WB4F VV, N4UF, W4WGR, WB4ZEI, WB4AID, 
KF4S, N4DQ, and WB4YEY. FMTN was the only net providing 
continuous service during the entire period from the time gale 
force winds struck South Florida until David passed out of Florida 
into the Savannah, Ga. area. 


WIRE ANTENNAS 

An antenna though for the DXer: if you can’t put ‘em high, 
perhaps you can make ‘em long. 

And yes, long stretches of wire can make up for lack of height in 
many respects, to the point that they offer escape from height 
restrictions. Of course, there is always the ultimate — antennas 
which are both high and long! 

These wire antennas come in two general families. One group is 
called resonant antennas and show Standing waves of voltage along 
the wire. The second or nonresonant type has essentially constant 
current (or voltage) at all points. 

The simplest resonant type is a straight run of wire several half- 
waves in length. As it gets longer, the number of lobes of the 
radiation pattern increases and the major lobe approaches closer 
to the wire axis. The gain can be respectable — at six wavelengths 
the gain exceeds a 2-element Yagi, and at ten wavelenghts, a 3- 
element. 

If two wires are placed at an angle, the main lobes can be made to 
add and many of the minor lobes to cancel. There are a family of 
these — V-beams, the echelon, and the rhombic are examples. 

If the far end of the wire is terminated in a matching resistor, 
reflection of the traveling wave is prevented and several things 
happen. The main effect is that the antenna becomes unidirec- 
tional. 

A simple form of this is the Beverage antenna, a two or more 
wavelength antenna close to the ground. Eight feet is good at 160 
meters. It’s not too good on transmit, but has a wonderful property 
for reception: it discriminates against high-angle radiation, which 
includes nearby thunderstorm static. At last, a way to escape 
florida Summer conditions on the low bands. 

Practical resonant wire antennas are between these two types, 
since the wire has some resistance. A four wavelength ‘invisible 
antenna” can have 2-3 S units front-back. And don’t be afraid to try 
galvanized fence wire, especially if it’s already up and is running in 
the right direction. Hint: disconnect the electric fence controller 
first..I[t's easier to keep on your feet. 

See the handbooks for data on these types. While yu are at it, look 
at the Laport double rhombic — 27 dB gain above a dipole of two 
meters.
